SOUTHERN CALIFORNIA. 
A F en Facta by an Old R esident. 


The editor of the Duvett (Clinton 
county, Iowa) Observer having been 
cailetl upon by a number of persons for 
information concerning Southern Cal­ 
ifornia, wrote to Dr. Shugnrt of River­ 
side, San Rernnrdino county, asking a 
series of questions, in answer to which 
lie received and published the follow­ 
ing letter: 
S. It. S hoem aker, Esq.—Dear Sir: 
Yours of May 4th, 1874, is before me, 
which 1 will try to answer, though 
briefly. As you are seeking “ light,” 
1 will try to impart it. 
Riverside is llfty-seven miles from 
Los Angeles, fifty-two miles from the 
coast or Anaheim Landing, twelve 
miles from San Bernardino, our county 
town, and near the center of one of 
the most fertile valleys (Santa Ana 
Valley) in the State. The Santa Ana 
Valley is about twenty miles wide by 
forty in length, surrounded by rugged 
mountains and foothills, with the 
Santa Ana river running through it, 
which supplies the valley with an 
abundance of water for irrigating and 
other purposes. 
We are just far 
enough from the coast to escape tlie 
dense fogs and heavy winds that the 
coast localities are subject to; still, 
close enough to get the exhilerating 
influence of the sea-breeze,which tones 
down the otherwise intense lieat of 
the sun’s rays. Our altitude is 700 or 
800 feet above the level of the sea, with 
foothills intervening between us and 
the coast, to lift and break up the fogs 
and winds. You can imagine the 
evenness of the climate better than I 
ean describe it. Suffice it to say, our 
climate is semi-tropical—Italian*. 
THE HEALTH OF OlTll VALlEV IS 
UNSURPASSED 
And 
its 
productiveness scarcely 
equaled ou this continent. It is now 
three years, two months and a few 
days since the lirst fruit trees were set 
out in this (Riverside) settlement. 
This will be our fourth Summer here, 
and the third Summer that we have 
had fruit of ourown production. This 
season we will have (judging from 
present appearances,) figs, nectarines, 
plums, apricots, peaches, grapes, ap­ 
ples, pears, almonds, pomegranates, 
olives, lemons and limes. 
We had all the above named fruits 
last year except the lemon and the 
lime. Wc had expected English wal­ 
nuts and oranges this year; but our 
expectations are deferred another 
year. 
IT HAS BEEN DEMONSTRATED 
Beyond the possibility of a doubt, 
both in this and Los Angeles county, 
that the orange and lime crop are both 
very profitable—perhaps the most of 
any crop in the United States. The 
lemon, English walnut, olive, almond, 
and rasin-grapes are also very profita­ 
ble and they all do very well here. I 
am informed that the fig, apricot and 
prune are very profitable. The peach 
and pear are also quite profitable— 
This is also an excellent stock-grow­ 
ing country. 
Hogs, cattle, sheep, 
horses and goats all do well here. I 
believe this soon will be, if it is net 
already, the greatest wool-growing 
Statein the Union, from the fact that 
sheep yield two clips a year. Bees do 
splendidly. So you can see that honey 
producing is profitable also. 
AFTER KEAD1NO THE ABOVE 
You will naturally say, “ Well! what 
won't do well in Southern California?” 
There are two things that, as a general 
thing, do not do well here, and they 
are wheat and corn. Sometimes wheat 
does first-rate. Ou the very low lands 
corn does well. We can raise our veg­ 
etables all of the year. Wc plant po­ 
tatoes two or threo times a year. Such 
as cabbage, turnips, peas and onions 
do the best planted in late Fall or early 
Winter. When one has been hero 
long enough to have all kinds of fruits 
In bearing that this climate will pro­ 
duce, they can have a succession of 
fruits all the year. We have not been 
without some of the rarest of flowers 
in our yard (in bloom) for more than 
two years. 
(lOOD LAND CAN BE BOUGHT HERE 
AT FROM $12 TO $75 BEK ACRE. 
You ask me, “ How large an orchard 
could one mau start and caro for ?” A 
pretty hard question. Possibly twenty 
acres. I think ten acres would be bet­ 
ter, provided a man calculated to do 
all the work himself except the set­ 
ting out. The orange, lemon and lime 
are a little more difficult of transplant­ 
ing than the apple, peach, etc. But, 
when I tell you that Mr. L. C. W aite 
and myself have transplanted between 
four and five hundred orange, lemon 
and lime trees this season, and have 
lost but one, yon will think that they

in a writing or thinking mood. 
Hoping that the above will prove, 
at least, partially satisfactory, I sub­

San Diego Items. 
From the Union of June 14th. 
The crops near Julian and along the 
road to this city are looking remarka­ 
bly well. In some places the farmers 
are beginning to cut their grain. 
Fifteen sailors deserted from the Sar­ 
anac on Friday night. It is altogether 
probable that they will soon benrrested 
and returned to their ship. 
San Diego is likely to become the 
depot of an industry hitherto unknown. 
An eminent scientist has been experi­ 
menting with the cactus which is found 
in the Chollas valley, and finds that it 
can be successfully manufactured into 
fine-tooth combs. As tho demand for 
fine-tooth combs is enormous among 
the Indians of Arizona, a market is 
found near at hand. Extensive build­ 
ings will be required for the manufac­ 
turo, and a large force of men will be 
needed to gather the cactus. 
Banner Mining District, in San Fe­ 
lipe Caño», is now a very thriving set­ 
tlement and bids fair to eclipse the 
parent settlement at Julian ore long. 
There are two hotels, two stores, two 
mill ollices, a butcher shop, a black­ 
smith shop, a large stable, three or 
four saloons and twenty-five or thirty 
residences. Three quartz mills are 
now running in the Cañón—the splen­ 
did new ten-stamp mill of the Chariot 
Mining Company, the old McMehan 
mill and tho five-stamp mill of the 
Ready Relief Company. There are 
about one hundred and fifty men em­ 
ployed in these mines, and the total 
population of the District is between 
three and four hundred. 


Tulare Items. 
From the Delta of Jane 11.

Mr. Webb, who lives oil C. P. Ma­ 
jors’ place, informs us that about a 
week alter mowing a lot of clover hay, 
the new growth had made a stand of 
a foot in height, having, in many 
places, grown into the cocks so as to 
hold them against the pitehing-fork, 
On the 5th instant Geo. Palmer, dis­ 
trict attorney, entered a complaint be­ 
fore Justico Elkins, chargingthe crime 
of libel against one £ . M. Dewey, 
publisher of the Delta, in having on 
sundry occasions published certain ar­ 
ticles derogatory to the character of 
the affiant. 
Mr. Geo. H. Webb showed us, a few 
days since, some stalks of wheat that 
measure six feet from the roots, and 
some of oats, of the common variety, 
which measure seven feet. These are 
an average of the whole crop on the 
place. One man had to follow the 
machine while it was being cut, to 
clear away the lirst swath, so heavy 
was the crop. 
On Tuesday a small boy caught and 
brought into the city a bull snake, 
about seven feet in length, lie—the 
snake, not the boy—now languishes 
in the museum collected by John 
Tabor. 
The Board of Supervisors lias ordered 
elections under the Local Option law, 
to be held in the townships of Visalia, 
Kaweah and Tule river, on Monday, 
the29th instant.

Hill, Nevada. 
Preparations for the harvest make 
Modesto lively just now. 
They have a Local Option baseball 
club in Sacramento. 
Ukiah, Mendocino county, gave 80 
majority against license. 
The ladies began a praying crusade 
at Salem, Oregon, on the 14th inst. 
There are four journals in Nevada 
in favor of the Independent move­ 
ment. 
Frank F. Warren is commissioned 
a Notary Public for Mendocino county. 
The railroad ofiice at Dixon was 
broken into and robbed, on Wednes­ 
day night, of $155. 
It is reported that work at Mare 
Island will he still further reduced be­ 
fore the 1st proximo. 
Alsbury Ilarrcll. a Missourian, was 
run over by a wagon near Modesto, 
last Sunday, and killed.

Shall Los Angeles Have a College? 


Throughout the great East, thous­ 
ands of eager eyes are turned to­ 
ward the broad and beautiful valleys 
that 9tretch around or near our city. 
Thousands of hearts, in which the 
memory of the bitter cold W inter and 
long, dreary Spring-time is ever too 
fresh, are longing for homes where the 
lemon and orange trees are ever fruit­ 
ing in perpetual Summer. 
Hundreds 
•f men of enterprise and capital are 
waiting to cast their lots among us and 
make the now almost uncultivated 
plains and hillsides literally blossom 
as the rose, and our city a true metrop­ 
olis; but the first question of every 
true-parent’s heart, will my children 
be thrown into the society of public 
spirit and refinement, and have the 
advantage of schools of cast aud char­ 
acter? remains unanswered to their 
satisfaction, and they are very slow to 
sacrifice the first and truest interests 
of those for whom they are living for 
these gains of soil and climate, great 
as they are and seem to be. But let 
these people once feel that we have 
advantages forcultureinall its various 
departments, and schools of art equal 
or superior to those of their Eastern 
homes, and we have done more to de­ 
velop the resources of our country and 
build up our city with an enterprising, 
cultured and permanent people than 
in any other way at twice the expense. 
Excellent as are our public schools, 
and excellent as they m ust always be 
under the efficient management of Dr. 
Lucky, yet the experience of people 
not in our cities, and especially people 
of the East, gives them no proper con­ 
ception of the advantages which our 
city public schools afford, and it will 
be found impossible to bring people to 
our county for educational purposes 
with only our public schools, or even 
to retain our own students. Our land 
is no longer, as it is now to so many 
of them, a dark, wild West, unknown 
to schools of refinement and culture; 
but a land first in ,all these advan­ 
tages, and thu9 we have added the last 
needed argument, we have answered 
the last objection. 
B ut how shall we 
secure such a school ? has been a ques­ 
tion eagerly asked by m any of the cit­ 
izens of our city and county. To such 
we 
feel assured 
the answer has 
come. 
There 
Is 
now 
in

brilliant 
and valuable 
experience 
as a teacher and founder of schools, 
who offered to our city and county 
such opportunities as they may never 
see again for securing a school of the 
widest range and culture. It is pro­ 
posed to establish a college of true and 
full classical and scientific culture, 
thus securing to our people all the ad­ 
vantages usually found in schools of 
this class; but besides this, it is pro­ 
posed to establish at once, a depart­ 
m ent of painting and drawing; also 
a commercial department, and a con­ 
servatory of Music; the latter to be in 
charge of Prof. Davis, now in Germa­ 
ny, and one of the most acccomplish- 
ed musicians and efficient teachers to 
be found in any land. 
This will be 
the only conservatory of music on the 
coast, and it is the determination of 
the founders to m ake it most complete 
and popular. 
W e thus have the op­ 
portunity of securing a school having 
a range of studies and combination of 
talent unsurpassed in either East or 
West, and we are utterly deceived if 
our people fail to secure this prize. 
We have already mentioned in our in­ 
troduction some of the advantages to 
be derived by our county and city 
from such a school. There are thous­ 
ands of other advantages; we shall 
briefly hint at some of them. 
It will 
rapidly add to the wealth of the 
county. As near as we are able to 
learn fifteen or twenty thousand dol­ 
lars go out of our county every year to 
support our children at schools away 
from home, and to every one hundred 
students brought here to school from 
other counties and other States, forty 
or fifty thousand 
dollars would be 
brought to our county every year, and 
left in it. This with our county rap­ 
idly growing, and the superior advan­ 
tages offered in such a school as it is 
proposed to establish 
amongst 
us 
must make a yearly difference of from 
fifty to one hundred thousand dollars 
to this city and county. 
Nothing 
would tend more to bring capital to 
this place and w ith it enterprising 
and desirable citizens. 
B ut great as 
are these gains they should by no 
means be made first. Around such an 
institution refinement and culture a l­ 
ways cluster, and its influence would 
be speedily felt am ong us.

les should 
be 
holding

places in our State University, and in 
the different 
enterprises 
and pro­ 
fessions 
in 
our 
State 
and 
this 
we 
believe

ever our children have 
such

citements to culture and opportunities 
to secure it as such a school would 
afford. 
It is asked that the people of 
our city and county secure for this en­ 
terprise suitable buildingsaud grounds. 
Many other places are m aking bids 
for this enterprise, and we must speak 
now, or forever hereafter hold our 
peace. 
Bhall Santa Barbara subscribe 
$100,000 toward her college and Los 
Angeles refuse to do less than half as 
much to secure for herself the finest 
school privileges on the coast ? W e 
don't believe it. 
W e are assured of 
better things. Tho appeal is to you, 
fellow-citizens. 
Your children and 
society, the dearest objects for which 


you live, will eagerly aw ait the issue. 
Should you show yourselves men and 
prove yourselves worthy, thousands of 
men and women from our literary 
halls, our operas, our editorial rooms, 
our State 
and National Capitals, 
our Legislative 
and Congressional 
halls—from every field and profession, 
shall look back to you with loud as­ 
criptions of praise. 
Thousands of 
homes shall look down from our hills 
and up from our valleys to pour bless­ 
ings upon you through the eternal 
ages. 
But 
one 
such opportunity 
comes to a m an in his 
lifetime, 
and where can he so well bestow his 
means as here. 
Looking at the great 
advantage to be secured aiid at the 
great future before us for our city and 
county, no one can afford to do less 
than his whole duty. 


Hoodlum Newspaper Publishers. 


San Francisco is the possessor of a 
few hoodlum newspaper publishers 
whose obituary should 
have 
been 
written years ago, and it must be writ­ 
ten at no distant day. 
W ith one or 
two exceptions, the press of that city 
is no credit to her, and several of those 
who control the columns of what they 
call newspapers, are a disgrace to the 
profession and blight to the city’s rep­ 
utation. 
Prominent among these are 
the publishers of the Sun and Chron­ 
icle. Some years ago a fellow pub­ 
lished a foul sheet in the city called 
the Muzci^pa. 
He' lived by blacken­ 
ing character. That fellow was shot 
down on Montgomery street, when 
the sidewalk| was crowded with people; 
yet in such thorough detestation was 
he held that the most rigid investiga­ 
tion failed to produce a single witness 
who saw the hand that fired the shot. 
There are other men disgracing the 
newspaper business in San Francisco, 
who m ight be pistoled at mid-day in 
the most crowded thoroughfare and 
yet the party who closed their dis­ 
graceful career would never be brought 
to trial. 
On Tuesday, B. F. N a p - 


t i i a l y 
publisher of the Sun, and 
C h a p . D e Y o u n g one of the publish­ 
ers of the Chronicle, met on W ashing­ 
ton street near the Post Office, and 
fired some seven or eight shots at each 
other. 
Unfortunately, 
both 
nor 
neither were killed or hurt, but a tele­ 
graph messenger boy was shot and 
badly wounded. The cause of the 
trouble ¡between these two individ­ 
uals m ay be briefly stated. The cos­ 
mopolitan population of San F ran­ 
cisco aflord9 patronage for one sensa­ 
tional, cheap and dirty daily publica­ 
tion, but the morals of the city have 
so far improved that there is not sup­ 
port for two. 
The couple of poor 
markiimen who on Tuesday contrived 
to shoot a boy, represent two papers 
both of which are striving for the pa­ 
tronage th at will support but one. As 
these “gentlemen” cannot kill each 
other, the struggle m ust go on until 
one of their papers die. The death of 
the survivor is but a question of time, 
the period of which depends on the 
moral growth of the city. 
The nui­ 
sance m ight be abated by the same 
means that closed the Mazeppa. 
It is 
a pity San Francisco is disgraced with 
such publications and such publishers. 


The Library Location. 


The Express 
cannot indorse the 
proposition to locate the Public Lib­ 
rary on Fort Hill. W e have not given 
the subject thorough consideration, 
but it now occurs to us th at Fort Hill 
is the most desirable site for the erec­ 
tion of a public library building to be 
found within our city limits. The 
spot is historical; it is a point of note 
now, and time, as it rolls on will invest 
the hill with still greater interest for 
both resident and visitor. 
It is ele­ 
vated, but not so much so as to prevent 
a man, boy, woman or child from 
reaching it who yet possesses sufficient 
physical strength to climb two flights 
of stairs. The prospect from the apex 
is one of the finest, affording a splen­ 
did view of the city and valley. From 
a sanitary point no objection can be 
urged. 
The building and surround­ 
ings, when completed, would add a 
beautiful feature to our already beau­ 
tiful city. 
The six or seven acres 
which the city own9 on the hill, when 
set out in trees and shrubbery, will 
become a popular resort for our citi­ 
zens aud visitors. 
The library build­ 
ing, if erected on the hill, would not 
be three minutes walk from the pres­ 
ent business centre of the; city, and 
who shall say that two years hence it 
will not be in the very heart of the 
city. All things considered, we regard 
Fort H ill as a very eligible site for the 
library building, and if the city will 
donate the plat of land there for the 
purpose, we think the Trustees cannot 
do better than accept it and improve 
it on the plan suggested in the H e r ­ 


a l d of last Sunday morning. 


Los A n g e l e s ought to have a m ar­ 
ket and regular m arket days.

city 
authorities should be casting 
about in search of an eligible site for a 
m arket house, and that once agreed up­ 
on, steps should be taken for the erec­ 
tion of a commodious and capacious 
market building. The location should 
be central, and the ground sufficiently 
high to secure ample drainage.

W e have signs of the early building 
of two public structures—a theater and 
an opera house. 
Both are needed 
though they m ight be combined in 
one building. 
Prof. F a bb ri is to 
build the opera house, and another 
party has the theater building under 
consideration.
